The treasurer under the law receives 
the interest under the annual install­ 
ment- when due and in turn settles 
with the bondholders when the coup­ 
on- arc presented.

Paris, January 24— The league of 
nations will be formally taken up at 
tomorrow’s session o f the general 
peace congress, it was learned from 
an authoritative source today. 
Much 
o f the work 
in preparing 
drafts o f the various nations’ pro­ 
grams for the league is being done 
by the respective delegations outside 
joint m eetings and it w as expected 
the preliminaries would be in such 
shape as to permit of a full discus­ 
sion 
o f the broad 
outlines of 
the 
plans tomorrow. The American dele­ 
gation, it is understood, spent two 
hours 
in going over 
their league 
plans late yesterday with the result 
that the form al draft w as practically 
completed. 
Yet it was reported that 
nettlier the American nor the British 
plans would be presented in their en­ 
tirety tomorrow, 
though they 
are 
farther advanced as regards details 
than any o f the others. 
The 
correspondents, it 
w as an­ 
nounced today, will be admitted to 
the full meeting tomorrow as at the 
initial session of the plenary session 
of 
the 
congress 
last 
Saturday. 
Meanwhile the meetings of the steer­ 
ing committee continue secret. 
Among 
othr subjects to 
be dis­ 
cussed tomorrow are responsibility 
and punishment for the war, repara­ 
tion for Wiir dam ages, international 
labor legislation and status o f ports, 
waterways and railways. 
In con­ 
nection with the latter proposition, ii 
is believed the Dardanelles, Bosphor­ 
us and Constantinople will be con­ 
sidered. 
A move is expected to be 
made to internationalize that area, 
that there may be an open exit from 
tile Black sea, assuring continuous 
access 
o f R ussia’s 
w heat to 
the 
world. 
The Berlin to Bagdad rail­ 
way would be the first obiect of in­ 
ternationalization of railw ays. 
Today’s session of the supreme 
war council, in addition to com plet­ 
ing the program for tom orrow’s se s­ 
sion, w as expected to take up certain 
matters in connection with the arm­ 
ies of occupation.
